THE IRISH REVOLT. | 

i veRY section of citizens will share the indignation that is felt at the 
stab in the back which a certain number of rebels—only too tolerantly 
treated—have attempted to inflict on the country while its face is turned to 
the foe. One does not, indeed, know which to marvel at more—the 
treachery which conceived this dastard blow, or the folly which could 
imagine that Ireland stood to gain by ingratiating herself, at the 
expense of Britain, with the Teuton tyrants and oppressors. Men 
of all faiths in Ireland, whose vision has not been confused by the 
trying events of these days, will rally determinedly to the cause. of 
England, which, never more than now, is the cause of Ireland, as 
it is the cause of every country which rests its hope in the future 
on the ordered progress of civilisation and humanity. As Jews, we cannot 
but remember that a distinguished and able coreligionist of high character’ 
Sir MATTHEW NATHAN, is at this moment in a position of great executive 
responsibility in Dublin as Under-Secretary for Ireland, Sir MATTHEW has 
seen service in varied offices of trust and in various parts of the Empire and 
his wide experience should stand the authorities in good stead in the difficult 
position which has arisen. We cannot forget, however, that, from the first’ 
he has been subjected to much unjustified abuse, and that these 
attacks have emanated very largely from much the same sources 
in which the present conspiracy against the Empire was hatched. The fact 
only goesto prove how little anti-Semitism has in common with patriotism: 
andthat theenemiesof the Jew are invariably the worst friends of the nationat 
large. Our own coreligionists in Ireland will, we know, demean themselves in 
this crisis with the restraint and the ardent loyalty which they never with- 
hold from their Sovereign, and which, in such times as these, they must feel 
with a double intensity towards tbe gracious ruler of the United Kingdom. 

THE NEW BOARD OF DEPUTIES. | 

|\ a little more than a fortnight the elections to the Board of Deputies 


are fixed to take place. By an extremely unfortunate method of 
procedure, so far as the Constituent Synagogues of the United 


Synagogue are concerned, the elections are carried out simultaneously 
with the elections of synagogue officers. We say “ extremely unfor- 
tunate’’ because the matters of serious consequence which are con- 
nected with the Board have always been reduced thereby to the 
level of purely domestic affairs of individual synagogues and have been 
even smothered by them. It is as though the Parliamentary elections were 
held on the same day and in the same room as the Parish Council] 
elections, and the parish pump were turned on, full cock, to drown the 


Imperial enthusiasms of the voters. Nobody would think of instituting such 
methods in ordinary English administration. Why should they be cultivated 
in the domain of Jewish affairs? More important still, how is it possible to 
tolerate them at this anxious and critical moment ? In our issue of last week 
“Mentor” drew pointed attention to the gravity of the coming elections, 
and he returns to the subject in our present issue. He did not in 
the least exaggerate when he stated that “it is doubtful whether 
; any event pregnant with consequences of greater moment 
has taken place in Anglo-Jewry since the days when MENASSEH

toreside in this country.” The next three years will be critical not only 
for the Jews abroad, but also for the Jews of this country. The affairs of 
Britain and Europe, and with them the affairs of Jews, are in evolution. 
Old ideas and old conditions have gone. They are part of a dead past- 
New forces are coming into play. Every community and every body of 
Jews will have to stand and answer for itself and justify itself—to, perhaps, 
none too friendly challengers. The outlook, indeed, if not dark, is obscure 
beyond all precedent. How is English Jewry going to face it? With 
the old habits, the old committees, the old indifference, the old happy- 
g0-lucky elections—after-thoughts of the synagogue voting—the old Board, 
animated by the old spirit and dominated by a few “leaders?” It 
will do so at the peril of all that is vital to the community. These are not 
the times for peaceful dalliance. Let. us get abreast of the facts. We 
Walt a strong, thinking, acting Board, conscious of its responsibilities 
to those who elect it. We must have a Board of which every 
member will be penetrated with the seriousness of the juncture and 


determined to turn the organisation to which he belongs into a powerful 


Weapon for the protection of Jewish interests. And we want a Conjoint 
Committee which shall not be the secretive creation of two organisations 
that travel on parallel lines and never meet, but the authorised and 
tlected exponents of the Jewish will. ;

WHAT CAN BE DONE. . 

* MENTOR” hints that the Anglo-Jewish Association and the 
Board of Deputies might long ago, with advantage, have been 
amalgamated; and it is true that things. which are the affair of 
two bodies tend eventually to become the affair of nobody—especially 


if the bodies are of equal pretentions. The suggestion to appoint an 


independent Chairman of the Board is also worth considering. Who ever 
heard of a Prime Minister acting as Speaker of a Parliament? How can

_ of the Board as a whole? We say this from no sense of disrespec;

that has come down from older and less anxious times, and against whom 
the chief complaint is that he fails to recognise that those times are not 
now—but so that: he and the Board should no longer continue in a false 
Position. We should have preferred to see the elections to the Board and the 
synagogue committees separated, and the former take place on a separate 
occasion and in a manner showing due regard to the importance of the 
issues. The delegates elected could then have taken to the Board a 
mandate from their constituents and could have been chosen with some 
regard to the functions they are to be called upon to perform. If, 
however, that be now too late, then it remains for the community as such 
to treat the Board elections in a way befitting their gravity. In the long 
run it must come to that. The duty and the responsibility rest with the 


Jewish. masses. It is for them to elect the right men, to see that their 


deputies are-‘men of clear vision and ‘steady purpose, and to make them 
understand that, as ““M ENTOR” puts it, they are servants and not masters 
of the community. They can do it even now if they will. All that they need 
do is to organise and make an end of the old toy elections. We can no longer 
play at Deputies. It is serious business that we have in hand. We may 
return a Board which will set about mobilising all the available power of 
the community and shaping it into an instrument of force. Or we may, in 
a spirit of lackadaisical indifference, send into office the old invertebrate 
organisation without a voice of its own, and going sleepily wherever it is 
led. If we take the first course we may confront the future with something 
like confidence ; if the latter, then we shall rue the day—but perhaps too 
late. 

THE CONGRESS IDEA. 


THE noble and stimulating address, reprinted in last Wednesday’s 
Tewish World, of Dr. STEPHEN WISE to the American Conference, 
called to prepare the way for the great American Congress on the Jewish. 
situation, strikes a true note—or rather makes clear the tendency of the 
time and the duty of Jews the world over. Long has the dispute raged as to 
whether the ultimate gathering should take the form of a secret conference, 
limited as to numbers and dominated by the present “leaders” of the 
community, or of a public congress representative of scattered Jewry—the 
Jewish democracy—of America. No agreement has been feached; and 
the democrac y his gone its own way, leaving the ‘leaders’ to themselves. 
Dr. WISE’s sp2ech explained the grand break-away, and drew the moral: 
plain for all men to see. The question of Congress or no Congress is only 
the straw floating on the stream of tendency. The stream flows away to 
the new ideal—to the ideal of a Jewry no longer the bond-slave .of a 


benevolent oligarchy working on well-worn and futile ideas, but 


captain of its soul and master of its fate, claiming, in the name of 
its millions, its past and its present, ‘the rights and position to which it 
is indefeasibly entitled. The Jewish people, in the words of Dr. WISE, “ is 
about to resume the mastery over its own affairs.” The “ bondage of 
eleemosynary patronage "’ is passing—never to be re-knit upon the limbs of 


Jewry. “A people is not worthy of respect which does not insist upon the - 


right to be heard touching its own affairs, but surrenders the right of judg- 
ment and decision to a company of men, however wise and benevolent, 
who substitute their own opinions and wishes for the convictions and 
determinations of the whole people.’ Not only does it not deserve respect, 
it does not get it. What have all the leaders, their secret 
conclaves the world over, and their friends at Court, done 
for the Jewish cause? In what deep bog of contempt and 


impotence have they not left the Jewish cause to-day? It is not. 


for want of will. It is not, maybe, for want of wisdom. But it is 
because the nation alone can work out the national destinies; while 
conversely the holding of the people in a state of tutelage, however 
benevolent, re-acts upon its own capacity, its standing and influence in the 
world, and its chances of emerging into its proper place in the economy of 
nations. Everywhere the world is slowly waking to the necessity of the 
national forces taking their destiny into their own hands, under leaders 
appointed by and answerable tothem. The day is not far distant when 
that process will be accelerated with flood-like and subversive effects upon 
the existing order of things. Jews must not be behind-hand in this world- 
movement if they are to secure their rights, if, in the words of Dr. WISE, 


they are to secure “not relief but redress, not palliation but prevention, not 


charity but justice, not Zedakah but Zedek.” It must be the voice of a 
people fearlessly presenting its just demands that is heard, not the halting 
notes of a timorous few. That is the meaning of the ‘Congress idea” as 
exemplified by our coreligionists in America to the Jewry of the world. Let 
Jews everywhere see to it that it is heard, and—understood. 


THE REV. JOHN HARRIS. 


WE made brief reference, last week, to the re-opening of the dispute 
between the Princes Road Congregation (Liverpool) and one of its ministers, 
the Rev. JOHN HARRIS. Our comments were brief because, as we 
explained, the full facts were not then in our possession, Those facts have 
now been communicated and will be found duly set forth in our news 
columns, Their perusal will leave a sense of deep regret in the mind of 
the reader. We are sorry—profoundly sorry—that the Committee of the 
Congregation should have felt it necessary to add a single word in the 
minute-book of the Congregation on a dispute which they led everyone t® 
believe had happily ended. The matter was closed, and nothing more 
need have been said—especially anything that cast an apparent reflection 
upon the minister in question. Whether the words of which we complain 
were an addition to the minute, or some distinct and independent 
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statement, does not in the least matter. In either case they ‘were 
gratuitous and meant inevitably the re-opening of the controversy 
which everyone in Liverpool, or out of it, had regarded as closed once for ali. 
We are told that the statement merely registered an incontrovertible 
fact. What it really laid down was a highly controversial theory, viz., 
that upon Mr. Harris must rest the blame for the trouble. Surely the gentle- 
men who are responsible cannot suppose that, two parties to a dispute, 
having composed ‘their differences and called peace, one of the parties 
is thereupon entitled formally to announce and place. on permanent 
record that the other had been in the wrong. Such a course is not sense ; 
and, moreover, it is not English. There is not, as is contended, any 
guidance for the future in the offending paragraph. It is merely a parting 
kick administered to a gentleman with whom the other side has just shaken 
hands in token of reconciliation. Such an attitude, we are sure, will not be 
relished or persisted in, on calmer reflection, by our good friends in Liver- 
pool, by the general body of Free Members, for instance, who are, 
above all, and rightly, we are sure, anxious to do only that which would 
become a body of English gentlemen. On the other hand, Mr. HARRIS 
himself might have acted with less precipitancy than that which he has 
shown in this second chapter of an unfortunate incident. After all, the 
principle for which he had fought—the principle of liberty of thought for 
ministers and others—had been conceded and a signal victory won. The 
question of whether the dispute might have been avoided if he had given 
certain pledges earlier—the subject-matter of the entry in the minute. 
book — was largely a personal point, and a mere secondary matter 
which could have been, and ought to have been, threshed out in 
some: less heroic form than that of instant resignation. But when 
we have said so much we have still to acknowledge, and we do so with 
intense satisfaction, the memorable success which Mr. HARRIS secured 
upon the far more important matter of freedom of conscience. That is a 
service beside which any fault of method sinks into insignificance, and 
nothing that has happened by way of sequel can modify or nullify the 
triumph of a principle which is as dear to the Jewish heart as it is vital to 
Jewish interests. In the action which he took the rev. gentleman showed 
a sincerity and a courage that ennoble his profession and give it fresh 
influence and strength. His occupancy of any pulpit must be a source of 
pride and confidence to the congregants based upon the stimulating know. 
ledge that in Mr. Harris they are honoured with a man who dares alj 
for the faith that isin him. Westill hope that pulpit may be in the Princes 
Road Synagogue at Liverpool—in other words, that the new difficulty that 
has arisen:may be composed. That ought not to be impossible even now.

RUSSIAN SUBJECTS AND MILITARY SERVICE. 


We are glad to see, from the letter which Mr. JosePH KING, M.P. 
sends us this week, that there is no present intention of “ interfering ” 
with Russian citizens living in this country, and that therefore the fear 
which we recently expressed, that those. of military age might be deported 
to Russia for military service, need not be entertained, at least for the 
present: Wesay “for the present,” for the reason that at the time we 
‘wrote we were well assured of the accuracy of our information. As 
Mr. KING very truly observes, “ changes of policy are constantly develop- 
ing,” and if they have taken a moregfavourable turn in respect of the Russian 
citizens referred to we are of course more than gratified. Our views on 
this matter were fully explained. when we previously. referred.to it, and we 
need.add nothing to them now, save to express our agreement with Mr. 
KiNG that “the question should. be constantly watched,” and our. hepe 
that the subject of friendly alien” Jews residing here will be dealt with 
in some more systematic and. satisfactory fashion than that in-which it has 
hitherto been handled. It is hardly desirable, for instance—from more 
than:one point of view—that foreign-born Jews, who are allied subjects, 
‘should be prevented from enlisting in the British army. . This suggestion 
has been pressed from.time to time on the authorities, and we notice that 
Mr. KinG, while he mentions the difficulties inherent in an: alternative 
‘proposition, does not deal with this proposal at all. As matters stand at 
present they are exceedingly unsatisfactory and not very fair either to the 
individuals in question or to the Jewish. community as a whole. 

CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS. 3 

We observe that the Court of King’s Bench has formally laid down 
the principle that.the only ground upon which a conscientious objector can 
claim exemption is his aversion from combatant. service. This, we may 
say, has been our own reading of the position, and moreover that there is 
_ nothing whatever in Jewish law or teaching which conflicts with it in the 
remotest degree. The decision of the Court, it will be observed; rules out 
any demand for exemption upon. strictly religious grounds—the eating of 
forbidden food, the desecration of Sabbath, and’so forth. In that respect 
‘it cannot be contested by any Jew who takes his stand upon precedent or 
“practice. It does, of course, permit a Jew to ask for release from the 
‘firing line on ground of objection to shedding blood. But evew here, as We 
have more than once explained,:we do/not think that the Jew has any right 
to be heard qua Jew. If the Legislature had ignored altogether the con. 
scientious scruples ‘held'by a minority, the Jew could. not as such, in our 
‘opinion, have resisted’ the’ decision. Conversely when he claims the exemp- 
tion granted by law it must'be as citizen and not as Jew, for there appears to 
‘benothing within the four walls of Jewish law to justify such a position. The 
‘Jew has as muceh'right to his *‘ conscientious objection " as any subject of 
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penalise him on account of it, But his “ objection” must be advatced op

with its glamour and quick rewards has also offered attractions which in some 
cases have proved irresistible. If a man engaged in the general public life of the 
country is adversely criticised by one set of newspapers, he is probably praised by 
another set. In our small community ‘conditions are different, and if we-are to 
attract workers in sufficient‘numbers toour different organisations, I would plead 
that it is necessary that a broader spirit of tolerance and that a greater sense of 
Proportion and responsibility should be exercised by those who seek to influence 


‘public opinion, ‘We do not wish to discourage the timid, as may so easily be done 


y disparaging criticism. 
“We do not wish to discourage the timid,” in other words, we wish to 
encourage those who undertake communal work on the “timid ’’—excellent 
description !—principles that prevail. Therefore there must be no 
disparaging eriticism,” which is ruled out on the “timid” system.

Ihave already stated that the Premier and Minister of the Interior recom- 
mended to the Cabinet the rejection of the Labour Party's Bill providing for the 
immediate emancipation of all nationalities. Last week the Cabinet discussed 
the Lil, and adopted the recommendation of the Premier. Among the Ministers 
who definitely favoured its rejection were those of Justice, Finance, Agriculture, 
the Imperial Palace, and Navy. The Minister of Finance was of opinion that the 
removal of the anti-Jewish restrictions could only come gradually with provisions 
for the safeguard of the interests of the other citizens. The Minister of Agricul- 
ture held the view that the anti-Jewish laws ought to be revised, but he was in 
favour of maintaining the purchase of land restrictions, especially in Asiatic 
Russia. The Minister of the Imperial Palace doubted if the removal of the dis- 
abilit.es was at all desirable, but, at any rate, he wished the consideration of the 
matter to stand over till the end of the War.. The Minister of the Navy was 
Strongly in favour of keeping the Jews out of the Fleet in view of the special 


nature of the service. The Minister of Justice thought that the time had not yet 


arrived for sO sweeping a measure, which necessitated a careful study. The 
Assistant Minister of the Interior categorically opposed the Bill.

appreciated honour of reprinting a reply given by me a considerable time 
ago—I do not exactly remember when—to a question addressed to me by 
Mr. Ernest Spiers as to the effects of my propaganda work in Spain in 
favour of the Sephardim who are dispersed all over the world.

I must lay stress on the fact that the National Academy of Languages, 
presided over by the great statesman Senor Maura, and known to be the highest 
academic representative body in Spain, has, with particular warmth, expressed its 
appreciation of the noble merits of the Sephardim, first by nominating the 
distinguished Jews, Henry Bsjarano, of Bucharest, and Abraham Danon, of 
Constantinople, to be its corresponding members, and now by casting nearly all 
its votes in favour of Dr, Yahuda. 


A NEW SPAIN. 
I have heard ministers and ex-ministers warmly eulogise my campaign and 
describe it as very patriotic. National congresses, such as that for Commercial 


© Geography held at Barcelona in 1913, expressed their intention to take an active 


interest in, and enter into close relations with, the Sephardis, and proposed to 
establish in Spain associations for that purpose. The governing authorities have 
made known their appreciation of the Jews and their readiness to extend their 
protection to the unhappy Jewish victims of the ferocious struggles and persecu- 
tions in Eastern countries, within the limits of prudence, which these delicate 


matters require at the present time of terrible international conflagration. Some 


commercial firms have been known, to seek a refuge and a field of activity on 
Spanish soil, and they have been so well received by all classes that their 
principals have expressed, in flattering terms, feelings of gratitude. We could 
quote other symptoms and facis showing that my beloved country responds 
chivalrously and generously, if somewhat slowly, to the aspirations and solicitude 
of those who, like myself, are eager to see the whole world recognise and pro- 
claim that the soil of Spain is just as liberal, hospitable, and noble as that of the 
most advanced and generous nations. 

The case of Dr. Yahuda is in this respect so convincing a demonstration that 
it would be difficult to find a more expressive one in any other nation. 

The royal decree of the 12th June, 1915, which created the new Chair of 
Rabbinic Language and Literature at the Philosophical Faculty, found its 
brilliant application in the Central University on the 15th December. The Rector 
placed Dr, Abraham S. Yahuda with unusual solemnity in possession of the Chair 
to which he had been appointed by the Minister, Senor Andrade, after having 
been proposed by the four illustrious institutions consulted to that end, viz., 
the Board of Pabtic Instruction, the Faculty of Philosophy and Letters of the 
Central University, and the Royal Academies of Language and of History. They 
recommended him in terms which honour them as much as they do the object of 
their proposal. Rarely have Articles 230, 238 and 240 of the Law of 1857, which 


determine the proceedings for the creation and endowment of new Chairs and the 


exceptional designation by general consent of eminent scholars for their incumbency, 
been better applied. 


PROGRESS OF TOLERATION AND FREEDOM. 


Although a descendant of Spanish Jews, of Sephardim, Dr. Yahuda is a 
foreign subject. Yet among those, who with the greatest zeal contributed to his 


appointment, there are many distinguished scholars and public men of fervent 


Catholic convictions such as Senor Maura and Father Fita, Presidents of ‘the 
Royal Academies ;Besada, President of the Royal Board of Public Instruction : 


the illustrious scholar, Senor Pérez Guzman; the eminent Professors Menéndez 


Pidal, Assin, Palacios, Tormo Ribero, and others. This makes his appointment 
an extraordinary event, testifying to the great progress realised by the national 
mind in the matter of toleration and respect for the different religions and the 
freedom enjoyed by all races living on our soil. The recommendation of Dr. 
Yahuda shows the spirit in which the high centres of our culture work for the 
interests of instruction, of literary progress, and of the study of the historic riches 
of Spain. It surely gives them a claim to the plaudits of all cultivated centres of 
Europe and Aterica and wins lively sympathies for Spain. Moreover, the scope 
of the new studies will probably attract Jewish students from Morocco, England 
and America, to whom this branch. of knowledge,.deplorably neglected among 
us, but carefully cultivated in other countries, is of great importance. _ 

At present, in scrupulous accordance with our laws—as otherwise this matter 
could not have been brought to a happy end—the teaching and examining body 
of our foremost University comprises an illustrious doctor, a famous linguist, a 
great philologist, who since his early youth has shone by his profound studies and 
critical research of Arabicand Hebrew texts, who has published numerousimportaut 
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works in different. languages, who has occupied a chair of the same Character ; 
in 


Berlin and whose well deserved fame is recognised by scholars of Universal re 

Dr. Yahuda has not long resided in Spain, whither he was invited by royal — 
at the suggestion of the famous Professors Ribero and Assin, to deliver q oa 
of lectures on the Jewish people in Spain. These lectures were delivered Pay 
Academy of Jurisprudence and proved a great success, Since then he hae ry 
lished several remarkable studies on the rabbinical language. history. ~-. 
literature of Spain, @nd created the Institute for Historical Researc} for rt 
branch of knowledge, which carries on methodical investigations in oy; church " 
monasteries, archives, and libraries, and has already brought to light valuah.

DR. YAHUDA’S QUALIFICATIONS. 


Everything tends to prove that this neglected branch of study has at Jag 
found in Dr. Yahuda the man of whom it was in need. His exceptional! attain. 
ments in classical and living Oriental and European languages, his enthusiasm 
for this class of studies, his painstaking labours asa specialist devoted entirely ¢9 
the knowledge of the life and glorious work of his ancestors on Iberian soil, even 
his private character as a persevering, tenacious individual, avoiding the noise and 
turmoil of the world, and living the retired life of a Carthusian immersed jn his 
books and manuscripts, are qualities which fully justify the hope that his appoint. 
ment will prove a happy one. On the other hand, Dr. Yahuda contracts a heavy 
obligation towards that often ill-judged chivalrous Spain, which, by appointing 
him, has shown herself generous, cultivated, unbiassed and free-minded to 4 
degree, attained: only by the most advanced nations. But we may have fy!) 
confidence that he will honourably fulfil his duty, as he promised in the fine 


| speech he pronounced when taking possession of his Chair. — 


WARNING AGAINST A LARGE IMMIGRATION. 


Now, although all these facts are true, it must not be forgotten tha: Spain js 
Not yet in a material and economic position to receive great numbers of Jewish 
immigrants who are in need of aid, and who would require to be provided with the 


means of living. The law of my country, of course, does not exclude any race 
whatsoever from common rights. Under its Constitution all citizens enjoy equal 
privileges and the same esteem, the inhabitants of Spain being imbued with a 
pronounced democratic spirit which boasts of a long historical past. (Conse. 
quently, whoever. pleases may come here, settle, establish industries, trade, and 
co-operate in the common social work ; but he must not forget that our ygovern- 
ment lacks resources and organisations for extending protecting hospitality to 
those who come here entirely destitute. The problem of the struggle for life and 
the disastrous effects of the war exist in my nation just as much as in other 
nations. The means of which the government disposes to aid the labouring 
classes when out of work and to meet the necessities of the proletariat, are scanty. - 
It would, therefore, be very inopportune to enhance the difficulties of the govern- 
ment by confronting it with an influx of Jews from other countries. Nobody 
would dare to encourage such an immigration, which would not be beneficial to 
the Jews themselves as long as the economic condition of Spain has not 
improved to such an extent as to render possible the reception of those 
masses and provide them with the means of ameliorating their status. 
Nevertheless, we do not forget that in Morocco, in the zone where Spain. 
exercises her protectorate, there already exists a great number of Sephardim of 
well-known pro-Spanish sentiments, to whom we owe determined and 
sympathetic protection. I hope that the Spanish Government will act in this 
sense and will continue the attitude invariably taken up in recent years towards 
the Sephardim who have constantly been treated with justice and kindness. It 
needs but elementary political insight and the simplest desire to defend and further 
the national interests for anyone to understand that by favouring the descendants 
of the ancient sons of Spain, who have taken root in Morocco for more than four 
centuries, the Spanish authorities show their aptitude to attract the sympathies 
and to conquer the goodwill of alien populations. As I believe that my country 
is seriously involved in this work, I intensely desire that it may have the 
capacity and perseverance to carry it toa happy end. The day this is realised, it 
will be much easier for Spain to effect the spiritual and economic reintegration 
of all the descendants of those who were exiled in 1492. 


ANTI-SEMITISM STILL EXISTENT. 


I neither wish to deny nor to conceal the fact that in some quarters there is 
still rampant a degree of anti-Semitism. In this respect Spain, alas, does not 
differ from other countries, which, in spite of their advanced state of civilisation, 
foster detestable and barbarous prejudices. But the few bigoted persons and 
associations that profess Jew-hatred and try to propagate their misciievous 
tendencies by means of a scurrilous press, of low-class publications, and of 
fanatically-worded lectures, enjoy neither influence nor consideration. In fact, 
they are scarcely noticed by public opinion, and there are vast numbers of 
Spaniards who are not even aware of their existence. And what I must particu: 
larly emphasise is that the Spanish anti-Semites do not profess to be prompted by 
“ scientific” motives, and have not the audacity to proclaim their doctrine to be 
based on “scientific” grounds, as do their congeners in other countries where 
even the worst aberrations raise a pedantic claim to “ science.” 

I trust that nobody abroad will be so unfair as to judge Spain by a fe. forlora 
survivors of past ages who play no part whatever in our public life, while all the 
tendencies of our politics, our society, and our economic evolution are directed 
towards progress and liberty.

THE REV. JOHN HARRIS 
- AND 
The Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation. 


MR. HARRIS RESIGNATION. 


As we briefly intimated in our last issue, a serious hitch had occurred in the 
re-instatement of the Rev. John Harris in his post of Réader of the Congregation, 
from which he had been dismissed in circumstances that will be fresh in the minds 
of our readers. It will be recollected that, largely through the intervention which 
bad been iavoked, of Mr. A. H. Jessel, K.C., a Conference took place between the 
Sub-Committee of the Congregation and Mr. Harris, who was accompanied by a 
legal friend, and a minute was agreed upon as follows: 

A Conference was held this day between the Sub-Committee and the Rev. J. S- 


Harris, who was accompanied by Mr. S. W, Price, LL.B, The matter of the dismissal 
of the Rev. J. S. Harris having been fully considered, and the Rey. J. S, Harris having 


jin the following terms given the assurance that “it view of the misunderstanding of the 


position I have taken up I desire again to make clear that I do not intend to appear 
before the Military Tribunals on behalf of conscientious objectors, feeling as I do that 
my appearance there would not be helpful to them. I therefore give the Sub-Committee 
my assurance that I will not appear before Military Tribunals and there or in any way 
publicly lay down the doctrine that Jewish teachings are opposed to the principle of 
taking up arms in defence or support of England in the present crisis,” .. it was 
unanimously resolved to rescind the resolutions of the Sub-Committee of March 5th, 
1016, terminating the Rev. J. S. Harris’ appointment as Reader, and suspending him from 
his office of Secretary and Registrar. 

This Conference took place on Sunday, April 9th, and Mr. Harris forthwith 
re-entered upon the duties of his office of Reader. Before, however, he could 
again undertake the duties of Secretary and Registrar the matter, so we under- 
stand, had to be placed before a meeting of the Select Committee of the Congre- 
gation, the Sub-Committee having the capacity for dealing with Mr. Harris's 
position as Reader only, under the Braham bequest. ; 

The meeting of the Select Committee was held on Saturday evening, the 
‘5th inst., at which Mr. Harris was not present, but presumably on the following 
day the books and papers were handed to him with an intimation of his re-instate- 
ment as Secretary and Registrar. Upon examining the books, however, Mr. Harris 
found that the Sub-Committee, apparently after he and Mr. Price had retired from 
the Conference with them, had registered inf their minute book the following : 

It was noted by the Sub-Committee that if the Rev. J. S. Harris had given the fore” 


oing assurance when originally asked to do so, nearly six weeks of extreme unpleasant 
ness would have been avoided. 


Mr. Harris also found the resolution of the Select Committee concerning th 
oflice of Secretary and Registrar to be as follows: 


That the Rev. J. S. Harris having given the assurance originally desired from 
him regarding his attitude to conscientious objectors, this Committee are now pleased to 
withdraw his suspension from the office of Secretary and Registrar to this Congregation, 
and hereby allow him to resume his duties in connection with that office, and that the 
resolution to convene a meeting of the Free Members in the matter falls to the ground, 


Mr, Harris at once wrote to the Senior Warden pointing out that the note 
adopted by the Sub-Committee | | 

was not part of the minute as agreed and does not represent my views. I find. 
further, that‘this additional note was confirmed by the Select Committee at their meet- 
ing yesterday This resolution (of the Select Committee) is not in the terms 
a.teed upon between myself and the Sub-Committee, but isan attempt to widen the 
nature of the assurances there given. I must, therefore, absolutely refuse in any 

whatsoever to bea party to any such minute, which was also passed without my 
consent or-knowledge. 


Mr. Harris concluded by refusing re-instatement on the terms freshly formu- 
lated, adding :—‘“‘In order to make my relations to the Congregation perfectly 
clear, I hereby in these circumstances voluntarily resign any office I hold in con- 
nection with the Congregation, I feel this to be the only course open to me in 
order toretain my self-respect. . . .” 

On the 19th inst. (Wednesday week), the Sub-Committee met, and the Senior 


Warden communicated with Mr. Harris as follows : 


- | have to inform you that at the meeting of the Sub-Committee held last evening it 
was unanimously resolved :— 

* That the Rev. J. S. Harris's resignation be, and is, hereby accepted with regret, 
and that the letter to be written to him conveying this acceptance shall point out that 
the Sub-Committee Note to which his letter refers, as having been ‘appended’ to the 
azreed Minute of April 9th, 1916, regarding his re-instatement, was most emphatically 
not so ‘appended’ ; 

That it was a distinct and separate paragraph, no part whatever of the Minute agreed 
between him and the Sub-Committee ; 

And that it was simply a record of an incontrovertible fact, registered for the future 
information and guidance of the Congregation, and did not in any way affect or qualify 
the agreed Minute..” 7 

We understand that, at a meeting of the Select Committee of the Congrega- 
tion, the following resolution was passed upon the matter coming up before that 
body’: 

That the Rev. J. S. Harris's resignation be, and is, hereby accepted, with regret, and 
that the letter to be written to him conveying this acceptance shall point out that the 
Sub-Committee’s note to which his letter refers as having been “appended,” and the 
agreed Minute of April 9th, 1916, regarding his re-instatement, was most emphatically 
not so“ appended"; that it was a distinct and separate paragraph, no part, whatever, 
of the Minute agreed between him and the Sub-Committee, and that itwas simply a 
record of an incontrovertible fact, registered for the future information and guidance 
of the Congregation, and did not in any way affect or qualify the agreed Minute. 

There for the time being this unfortunate and unhappy matter rests, but we 
are informed that further efforts are in progress for endeavouring to adjust the new 
Situation that has arisen. We understand that a meeting of the Free Members of 
the Congregation, to take into consideration the resolution of the Select Com- 
mittee, is to be held on Sunday next. P. 


The Jewish World, of Wednesday last, commented upon the lates 
developments in the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation as follows :— 
We are anxious not to complicate or prejudice the new position that has 
arisen in the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation in connection with the Rev. 
John Harris by any comments of ours. During the holy days, it has, of course, 
been difficult to take any step for straightening out matters, but we hope this willt 
be done without undue delay, and that the misunderstanding, which it is 
evident has caused the new trouble, will ultimately be cleared away. 
But we cannot refrain with all the details before us—and they are set out in 
full in our news columns—from expressing our deep regret that the Sub- 
Committee of the Congregation should have deemed it necessary to insert upon 
their minute-book the note to which Mr. Harris, it seems to us quite rightly in 
the Circumstances, raised objection. Whether he should have carried that 
Objection so far as forthwith to tender his resignation is another question. Calm 
and deliberative action, however, seems incompatible with the very atmosphere

A Sermon for the Week. 
[Specially for JEWisH CHRONICLE.) 


THE NINETEENTH CHAPTER OF LEVITICUS. 
‘“ Ye shall be holy for I the Lord thy God am holy." —Leviticus xix, 2. 


The book of Leviticus is one that we all find to be specially difficult. 
Yet there is no book that more amply repays study. At every point it 
proves itself to be the word of God. It has, as we have on previous occa. 
sions attempted to show, a message for us to-day. One of the most 
remarkable things about it is its insistence upon the holiness of the body, 
as being the temple which enshrines the soul. The law of holiness se 
before the Israelite his personal duty as a member of a holy nation. This 
it did in an indirect manner by the regulations it enjoined for maintaining 
the purity of the priests. All Israelites were not priests and did not 
actually serve in the sanctuary.. But Israel was not allowed to forget that 
he was a priestly nation. The care manifested that the priest who 


‘ministered at the altar should be holy, pure, and without blemish, of 


necessity taught the Israelite that his God was holy, and that he also must 
be holy if he would stand accepted in God’s presence. The book of 
Leviticus taught the Israelite his duty to God. It bade him 
recognise God as the Lord of Life, the Lord of time, the giver 
of every good and perfect gift, and the punisher of wrong-doing. And the 
law of holiness set before the Israelite his duty to his fellow-men. It put 
social relations in their right place, as depending upon religious relations. 
Having defined the relation between our duty to God and our duty to man, 


it goes on to demand for our brother-men justice, honesty, forbearance, 


kindness, purity, tenderness and love. These laws are not arranged 
systematically, there is no logical grouping, but they are linked together by 
the common purpose expressed in the words, “ ye shall be holy for I, the 
Lord your God am holy.”’ 


THE BASIS OF MORALITY. 


- When the moral philosopher is asked, ‘ why. should I act morally ?’ 
he may reply: “ Because it is right for you to do so.” 
asked, why it is right, he would answer: “ Because your conscience tells 
you.”’ But if asked why conscience should be obeyed rather than passion, 
he replies: “ Because it possesses greater authority, even if it has less 
power’’; and he points to the approval or disapproval which conscience 
stamps upon acts according to their character. And so morality can be 
proved in a way to be reasonable apart from religion. But it cannot be 
enforced apart from religion. Ifa man denies that his conscience com. 
mands him to perform a moral action, the verdict of the general conscience 
of mankind may be quoted against him as contrary to that of his own. 
But he can repudiate the authority of that verdict so far as he himself is 
concerned. And we have seen recently how ready people are to set up the 
claims of private opinion against those of the opinion of the general 
community. Stil less effectual with the masses is moral teaching 
unaccompanied by the religious sanction. The general good of mankind, or 
the duty of obeying the highest principles of our nature, has never restrained, 
and never will restrain, the mass of mani:ind from yielding to the force of 
strong passion or desire. So, apart from the width of its moral outlook, by 
which it has come to be known as the Bible in miniature, one great value 
of this 19th chapter is that it rests the moral duties on a religious basis. 
These duties are God's commands, whether the commands be given by 
written precept or by an instinct engraven on man’s heart.. And because 
they are God’s commands they are to be obeyed in both ways. Thus there 
is an appeal from man’s mind to something higher than himself. “1 am 
the Lord thy God” is a basis of morality which never fails. 


THE ANCIENT MORALITY. 


We boast ourselves at times that modern morality is more enlightened 
than the ancient code. But whocan retain such an illusion after reading 
the 19th chapter of Leviticus? Has the world advanced beyond its simple 
ethics? Has it not rather retrograded? ‘‘Had we not better,” someone 
has asked, “‘ hark back a little to the ideas of an older morality, and try to 
restore in the community something of the notions of duty and simple living 
which are now unhappily much out of fashion ? It would be a regenerated 
society which endeavoured to live up to the precepts of integrity, and 
purity, and love, which in a few terse verses sum up our dufy to those about 
us. What a different world we should be living in, which had no other rule 
of life than this single chapter of Scripture ! It would be a world in which 
the divine law of charity was fully heeded, the law providing that when we 
reap the harvest of our industry we shall not wholly reap the corners of the 
field, but leave some gleanings at least for the poor and the stranger. A 
world in which the voice of the perjurer would not be heard, for where men 
do not plot and scheme to defraud their neighbours the dccasion for the 
false oath can never arise. Nor would men even speak falsely. There 


would be no unrighteousness in judgment, in meteyard, in weight or in 


measure, but the market-place would be a temple of holiness, with its just 
balances, just ephah and just hin. There would be neither oppression nor 
robbery, nor thoughtless withholding of the wages of the hireling. But the 
strictest justice would prevail, in which neither the condition of the poor 
nor the face of the rich would be unduly respected. The voice of the tale- 
bearer would be silent; the absent one would be safe from the evil world 
against which he is powerless to defend himself, and_ the 
stumbling block would be removed from the path of the blind. No one 
would hate his brother in his heart, or withhold from him the word of just 
reproof. We should neither revenge nor bear a grudge. The child would 
honour his parent, the young would show respect to him. who carries the 
weight of years. And all these observances of the moral law would merge 
themselves in the golden rule to love one’s neighbour as oneself. 


THE BASIS OF SOCIAL WELFARE,

It isconly from-my own:experience.that I. know. how.-to-treat 
others, and so the golden rule most wisely makes its first appeal to 
humanity as embodied in the individual. It is but another word for 
sympathy, the act of reproducing in our own minds the feelings of another. 
There is nothing we need more in our families and our social life than this 
power of sympathy, this personal realisation of the conditions of others. 
We must not only think of what we would that men should do to us or 
abstain from doing, but by the power of sympathy we must learn to put 
ourselves in the place of other people, learn the great social duties we owe 
to-every man, woman or child, with whom we come in contact. Too often 
we erect self into a barrier which hides from us the broad horizon of 
human life. We do not live great human lives, but small, narrow, selfish 
lives. How many people fence themselves in from all common interests, 
and consider only what tends to their private pleasure, comfort, and gain! 
The golden rule is the great moral law which enjoins us to make of our very 
selfhood a bond of union, linking us to our kind through the exercise 
of that sympathy which binds mankind together in golden chains of 
brotherhood. 


OBITUARY. 


SAUNDERS.—Mr. Alexander Saunders, of 117, Sutherland Avenue, died on 
Monday week at the age of eighty-one. Throughout the greater part of its 
existence, Mr. Saunders was officially associated with the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue, and his services to it, and to the community generally, were referred 
to in the sermon which the Rev. H. L. Price preached in the synagogue last 
Sabbath. He said :— 

On Thursday last we laid to rest an example of true piety, one who walked 
with God in Faith. He died full of years, surrounded by the loving care of his 
‘dear ones who had made light the burden of sickness. How we shall all miss that 
familiar figure! It is for me at least, and 1am sure for all our elder members, 
impossible to think of St. John’s Wood Synagogue without him. No words can 
adequately express his fondness for the synagogue to which his principal service was 
rendered. I well remember how great was his delight when hewas elected, twenty- 
five years ago,an honorary officer. How zealouslyand earnestly he laboured forthe 
welfare of the synagogue is best known to those who have from time to time. been 
associated with him in-office. Forthirty years one of the most regular and devout 
worshippers, it was a sincere grief to him when, only a few weeks ago, the failure 
of his health interrupted his participation in the devotions of the synagogue. But 
not alone has this synagogue cause to deplore the departure of a devout worker, 
for his activities in relation to the larger community were various.and manifold. 
Besides the Loard of Guardians, to which for many years he rendered valuable 
services, there .is hardly an institution of any. importance but which had his 
support. His private charity was also very liberally bestowed. Keenly alive to 
the suffering of his poorer brethren, his heart welled up with Sympathy at the 
recital of a tale of poverty and distress. He was a truly umassuming, upright, 
honourable and benevolent gentleman. Of him it can well be said ; 

None knew him but to love him, 
None named him but to praise,

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SHAKESPEARE TERCENTENARY. 
By THE Rev. ISIDORE HARRIS. 


The Rev. Isidore Harris, preaching on the Seventh Day of Passover at the 
\West London Synagogue, spoke on the Tercentenary of the death of Shake- 
speare, taking his text from the lesson of the day: ‘Then sang Moses.” Moses, 
said the preacher, is best known to us as the Lawgiver and the greatest of the 
prophets. But we are apt to lose sight of the fact that he was likewise a poet, The 
song of Moses at the Red Sea is not the only poem connected with his name. In 
the thirty-second chapter of Deuteronomy we have the dying song of Moses, 


whicn he “spake in the ears of all the congregation of Israel.” And that was 
followed by another of his poems, his farewell blessing to the people in the last 
chapter but one. And there is yet another poem in the Bible associated with the 
uame of Moses, the ninetieth Psalm, “a Prayer of Moses the Man of God,” the 
most majestic of all human utterances, the grandest poem ever indited by the pen 
of man, So we may claim that Moses was not only Israel’s great lawgiver and 
prophet, but also their first poet. 

The history of Israel is not something apart in the history of the world, it 
is Hot unique, it is typical. Therefore we may look upon the great poetic utter- 
ances in any language for the same insight into the truth of things that we have 
learnt to associate with the function of the poet and prophet in Israel. Nor shal! 
we look in vain. For every true poet is, in his measure, aseer. He tells forth 
with convincing power that which he himself has seen. 
Hallel he can say JOIN ‘D3 ‘POONA, “I was convinced, and therefore I spoke out 
my conviction.” : 

They would anticipate why he had chosen that morning to speak of the 
prophetic functions of the poet. They were in the midst of a tercentenary com- 
memoration of the greatest of all poets since Bible times. The day before had 
marked the 300th anniversary of the death of William Shakespeare. The event 
was being commemorated not only by his own countrymen, but by the nations 
of the world. Wonderful to relate, even England's avowed enemies were joining 
with her in offering their meed of homage to the genius which has inspired the 
noblest song in the whole range of Western literature. Wherever the tongue of 
Shakespeare was spoken, as a matter of course, and in many a foreign land where 
‘he Bard of Avon was only understood in translation, the thoughts of men were 
turned to contemplate the art and work of his titanic genius. And inspite 
the pre-occupations and anxieties of war, men were moved to offer up thanks 
\'mighty God, who in the words of the Hebrew blessing, 723% prny 
‘ Wa? ‘‘had imparted some gleams of His glory to flesh and blood.'’ For 
a!l intellectual gifts come from God, the powers of reason, science and learning, 
the faculties of the useful arts, art itself in the highest sense. Nor can we exclude 
that form of art which is: known as the dramatic, and which is especially 

ssociated with the name of Shakespeare. If we look to the Bible itself we find 
there the dramatic in form. In the sacred Hebrew literature there is no complete 
‘rama, but there is a considerable approach to it. The Book of Job is a dramatic 
m. Inthe Song of Solomon, which is read in the synagogue at this Passover 
we have actors and chorus. lor the drama we may claim alike high moral 
ning and the perfection cf art. And of the world-famed poet whose name 
tands first in English and modern literature we may say that both from a moral 
al an artistic point of view the highest bonour that could?be conferred ona 
poet was the prerogative of Shakespeare. 2, 
The plays of Shakespeare, their very language, are saturated with the teach- 
of the Bible. The passage in King Henry VIII.: “ This is the state of man, 
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to dav he puts’forth the tender leaves of hope, to-morrow he blossoms and bears 


1s blushing honours thick upon him, the third day comes a frost, a killing 
frost.’—calls to mind the words of the Psalmist : ‘‘ Man, his days are as grass, as 
the tlower of the field so he blossometh. But the wind passeth over him and he 
is not, and his place knoweth him no more.” But put over against this concep- 
uon of man’s frailty the poet's conception of man's greatness: * What a piece of 
work isman: How noblein reason! How infinite in faculties! In form and moving, 

express and admirable! In action, how like an angel! In apprehension, 
how like a god!” Who can read this utterance without thinking of the Eighth 
Psalm, which has inspired it ?—*‘ What is man that thou art mindful of him, and 
the son of man that thou visitest him? For thou hast made him a little lower 
than the angels, and hast crowned him with glory and honour.” It is when we 
contemplate the intellect of Shakespeare that we come to realise this truth most 
forcibly, and when we think of all the achievement of his poetic genius as a 


supreme interpreter of human life, that we are moved to offer thanks to. 


Almighty God for His gift to mankind of the immortal bard. And no day could 
weil be more appropriate for such thanksgiving than the Seventh Day of Passover, 
which, recalling as it does the deliverance Moses achieved for Israel at the Red 
Sea, consecrates our feelings of love and reverence for the lives of great men, and 
recognises the moral discioline to be gained from the enthusiastic commemoration 
oO! great ideals,
